U.S. Policy 
Danger-Molofov 


MOSCOW, April 4 (P)—Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
said today he saw a danger that 
American proposals for the po- 
litical organization of Germany 
would lead to Germany's dismem~ 
berment. 


Molotov made the statement in 
answer to questions submitted by 
Johannes Steel, an American writ- 
er and former radio commentator. 

The Soviet Minister also said it 
was his opinion that the results 
of such a development would give 
“German militarists and Revanch- 
ists (Aevengers)” an opportunity 
to take the affairs of Germany into 
their own hands. 

In the first official Soviet com- 
ment on President Truman’s pro- 
posed aid to Greece, Molotov went 
on record with the declaration he 
doubted the plan would ‘restore 
democracy” in Greece. 

The best way to restore democ- 
racy to Greece would be to do 
away with foreign intervention, 
Molotov commented.

of the granting of any building 
permit. 

“If we require an adequate set- 
back and service roads, by that 
means alone we will eliminate 
having the. types of business now 
on A street (Ontario), Council- 
man Meek said. 

Declaring that business will 
have to be allowed on Foothill 
sooner or later, Councilman Sher- 
wood said, “the city of Upland 
now can make the best deal with 
the property owners.” 

Shows Pictures 

In support of a smaller setback, 
G. Franklin Torrey presented to 
the council aerial] pictures of Foot- 
hill boulevard and pointed to the 
fact that the 14 business places 
already on the boulevard didn’t 


| have the réquired setback, with 


some of them built right on the 
property line. 

“A 45-foot setback can be done 
with acreage but not for a single 
lot,” Mr. Torrey declared. 

Jack Burton, president of the 
Foothill Property Owners associ- 
ation, took exception to the charge 
that busiiiess on the boulevard 
would be a traffic hazard, stating 
that practically all accidents oc- 
curred at night and that business 
would tend to slow down the traf- 
fic and thus reduce accidents rath- 
er than increase them. 

The present zoning for business 
is adequate for a city twice the 
size of Upland, Charles Eliot, plan- 
ning consultant, told ‘the council- 
men, and recommended that busi- 
ness be kept “off the highway.” 
“The importance of Foothill 
boulevard to Upland and the state 
should be safeguarded for through 
traffic. Otherwise some other 
highway will be put through much 
to the detriment of Upland,’ he 
declared. 

A petition signed by 75 proper- 
ty owners opposing any rezoning 
of Foothill for business was pre- 
sented to the council prior to the 
hearing.
